How  Do  You  Qualify? 

To  qualify  you  must  of  course,  complete  an  appli¬ 
cation.  The  organization  for  which  the  grant  is  re¬ 
quested  must  supply  proof  that  it  has  tax-deductible 
status  and  Thetas  must  be  involved  in  significant  num¬ 
bers  and  interested  in  giving  of  their  time  and  energies 
even  if  financial  support  is  not  directly  given  by  a  local 
Theta  group.  Assurance  must  be  given  by  a  responsible 
officer  that  grant  money  will  be  properly  administered 
for  a  specific  need  not  otherwise  funded.  In  other 
words,  the  Theta  grant  must  meet  a  need  or  fund  a 
program  for  which  there  is  no  other  money  available.

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KITE  FLY 

The  campus  of  the  University  of  Denver  was  the  scene  of 
the  Theta  Leadership  Conference  in  June.  This  1979  con¬ 
ference  called  the  Colorado  Kite  Fly  featured  pledge  educa¬ 
tion  as  its  main  emphasis.  The  conference  concept  began  12 
years  ago  as  an  experiment  in  fraternity  programming  de¬ 
signed  to  bring  to  the  chapter  presidents  in  a  non-convention 
year,  some  of  the  same  experiences  as  afforded  those  who 
attend  a  Grand  Convention.  So  to  Denver  came  chapter 
presidents,  pledge  chairmen,  advisers,  traveling  consultants, 
resident  counselors  and  any  undergraduate  member  who 
wished  to  attend.  One  chapter,  installed  just  this  year, 
Gamma  Zeta,  had  five  members  attending. 

The  conference  was  planned  and  presented  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  Committee  of  Grand  Council,  but  all  Council  members 
participated  as  did  representatives  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Foundation.  District  officers,  some  of  them  new  and 
becoming  acquainted  with  their  district  delegates  for  the 
first  time,  arrived  at  the  leadership  meeting  directly  from 
their  own  Officers’  Conference  held  at  the  Beta  Iota  chapter 
house  in  Boulder. 

The  conference  opened  with  a  welcoming  speech  by 
Grand  President  Marie  Fitz  who  explained  the  purposes  of 
the  conference  as  providing  leadership  techniques,  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  have  fraternity  policies  explained  and  a  for¬ 
mat  for  delving  deeply  into  chapter  programming.  The  vice- 
presidents  pledge  education  and  pledge  advisers  were  im¬ 
mersed  in  methods  of  implementing  plans  for  a  successful 
and  meaningful  pledge  program. 

Marie  Fitz  told  the  collegians  that  a  good  chapter  is  not 
one  without  problems,  but  one  able  to  recognize  and  define 
that  problem — and  deal  with  it.  She  added,  “The  Fraternity 
can  only  provide  the  blueprint,  the  ideas,  the  format.  It  is 
going  to  be  up  to  you  to  make  it  all  come  together  for  you£ 
chapters  in  the  months  ahead.”

THE  YEAR  OF  THE  PLEDGE  1979-80 


The  quality  of  pledge  education  determines  the 
effectiveness  of  all  other  chapter  programs.  With 
this  idea  firmly  in  mind,  the  chapter  delegates  and 
advisory  board  members  present  at  Leadership 
Conference  were  given  intensive  training  in  what 
constitutes  a  well-planned,  thoughtfully  presented 
period  of  pledgeship. 

They  were  also  reminded  that  certain  practices 
and  traditions  are  not  acceptable  in  preparing 
pledges  for  responsible  membership.  For  pledge 
education  involves  more  than  the  weekly  pledge 
meetings.  It  is  the  sum  of  all  the  influences  and  at¬ 
titudes  to  which  the  pledge  is  exposed. 

Guest  speaker,  Chuck  Loring,  National  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  is  a  recognized  authority 
on  fraternity  pledge  education.  His  topic,  “What 
Makes  it  Work”  dealt  with  the  dynamics  of  leader¬ 
ship  in  pledge  education.  He  emphasized  that  the 
goal  of  pledge  education  should  be  preparation  for 
responsible  membership,  rather  than  training 
pledges  to  become  the  chapter’s  idea  of  “good 
pledges.”  Forget  the  concept  of  the  well-trained 
pledge,  Chuck  Loring  told  the  Conference.  “Make 
sure  your  pledges  are  well  prepared  to  be  respon¬ 
sible  members.” 

In  workshop  sessions  specific  areas  of  pledge 
education  such  as  goals  and  objectives,  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  pledge  adviser  and  pledge  commit¬ 
tee,  the  game  plan,  big/little  sister  programs  and 
retreats  were  conducted  by  the  1978-79  corps  of 
traveling  consultants.

The  Big  Picture  of  Leadership  developed  by  GVP  College,  Sue  Supple  and 
the  College  Committee  encompassed  all  facets  of  fraternity  operation  and 
called  on  all  the  expertise  of  fraternity  officers,  specialists  in  their  fields. 
The  evolution  in  programming  and  services  within  the  fraternity  meets  the 
needs  of  today’s  member.  To  seize  the  opportunity  for  constructive  growth, 
measured  beyond  the  statistics  of  chapter  size,  Theta  chapters  must  offer 
quality  programs  geared  to  the  personal  development  of  their  members.  A 
fraternity  means  friendship,  good  times  and  a  concern  for  the  individual.

Retirement  Community  Thetas 
Honor  a  Leader

The  birthday  party  given  for  Marion  L.  Hanna,  Psi,  at  the  Stoneridge 
Country  Club,  San  Diego,  April  27,  may  have  been  the  largest  birthday 
party  Marion  had  ever  given  for  her.  Thirty  appreciative  Kappa  Alpha 
Thetas  thought  up,  planned  and  attended  this  birthday  luncheon  to  honor 
Marion  and  to  recognize  her  long  time  Theta  involvement.  As  a  token  of 
their  true  appreciation  these  Thetas  presented  Marion  with  an  antique 
stickpin  in  the  shape  of  a  pansy  with  a  small  diamond  in  the  center.

When  Margery  Hunter  Brown,  Alpha  Nu,  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Montana  School  of 
Journalism  in  1950,  her  contemporaries  believed  suc¬ 
cess  had  to  be  found  in  the  big  city. 

But  Margery  Brown,  a  native  of  Libby,  MT,  wanted 
to  stay  in  Montana  to  find  success,  using  her  training 
in  history  and  journalism.  Her  search  for  success  has 
led  her  to  the  post  of  acting  dean  of  the  University  of 
Montana  Law  School,  where  she  had  been  assistant 
dean  since  July  1978. 

Today  most  of  the  law  school  students  she  advises 
also  want  to  stay  in  the  state.  “People  are  becoming 
increasingly  aware  of  the  quality  of  life  Montana  of¬ 
fers,”  she  said.  “Unless  chosen  careers  such  as  science 
demand  that  graduates  leave  the  state  they  are  weigh¬ 
ing  the  value  of  leaving.” 

“None  of  us  at  age  22  knew  where  we  wanted  to  go” 
but  James  L.  C.  Ford,  then-dean  of  the  School  of 
Journalism,  advised  his  students  to  work  at  least  a  year 
in  the  state  before  deciding  whether  they  wanted  to 
leave  it. 

Margery  Brown  served  her  internship  as  a  staff 
writer  for  the  Great  Falls  Tribune.  With  the  exception 
of  some  time  in  New  Zealand  on  a  Fulbright  study 
grant  and  in  the  East  and  Midwest  in  early  years  of  her 
marriage,  she  has  found  her  future  in  Montana. 

When  her  daughters  were  established  in  school 
Margery  returned  to  the  University  of  Montana  for 
doctoral  work  in  history  and  began  working  closely 


with  preliminary  work  for  the  constitutional  conven¬ 
tion.  She  entered  law  school  in  1972  because,  “it 
seemed  to  be  a  natural  extension  of  what  I  was  doing.” 
When  she  received  her  juris  doctorate  degree  in  1975 
she  served  a  year  as  legal  counsel  for  the  Confederated 
Salish-Kootenai  tribes  on  the  Flathead  Indian  Reserva¬ 
tion.  “Although  I  had  lived  in  western  Montana  I  had 
not  come  to  grips  with  the  Indian  situation  until  work¬ 
ing  on  the  reservation,”  she  said.  “Indian  history  and 
law  decidedly  meet  in  Indian  federal  law.” 

Indian  law  and  local  government  are  her  law  school 
teaching  areas.  The  new  acting  dean  says  she  has  no 
aspirations  to  remain  in  law  school  administration.  Her 
long  range  hopes  are  to  teach  law  and  history.  Since 
her  appointment  was  for  a  period  ending  this  past  July, 
Margery  Hunter  has  stepped  down  from  her  Dean’s 
role  and  is  doing  what  she  always  wanted  to  do  .  .  . 
teach  law.

Although  Alpha  Zeta  chapter  at  Barnard  College 
returned  its  charter  in  1915,  the  influence  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  remains.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  Jean  Town- 
ley  Leich,  Alpha  Zeta,  T3,.who  calls  herself  “the  last 
survivor,”  the  existence  of  a  Theta  scholarship  at  Bar¬ 
nard  has  been  confirmed.  Jean  Leich  remembered  that 
a  scholarship  fund  had  been  established  by  Alpha  Zeta 
alumnae  in  the  New  York  area  who  met  together  for 
“delightful  meetings  for  many  years  and  raised  money 
for  a  modest  scholarship.”  The  Alpha  Zeta  scholarship 
was  never  mentioned  in  the  Barnard  Alumnae  Maga¬ 
zine,  so  Jean  Leich  took  it  upon  herself  to  find  out 
what  had  become  of  the  money.  The  gift  was  $2,000, 
added  to  from  the  proceeds  of  a  yearly  bridge  party 
which  yielded  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars.  Jean  Leich’s 
husband,  the  late  Chester  Leich,  famed  painter  and 
etcher,  donated  a  framed  etching  which  had  received 
an  award  in  a  French  exhibition,  for  a  door  prize 
raffle  to  benefit  the  fund. 

And  now  comes  the  great  news  from  Barnard  Col¬ 
lege  that  the  scholarship  fund  is  now  valued  at 
$21,038.11,  yielding  approximately  $1,200  annually 
for  a  scholarship  award  to  a  graduating  senior  who 
shows  promise  of  distinction  in  her  chosen  work. 

Success  Story 

A  high  school  graduation  we  wouldn’t  have  missed 
for  anything  brought  great  pride  to  this  one  time  ad¬ 
visory  board  chairman.  Last  June  as  the  first  graduates 
of  University  Preparatory  Academy  received  their  di¬ 
plomas,  a  giant  step  in  the  career  plan  of  Jane  Camp¬ 
bell  Seymour,  Alpha  Lambda  had  been  reached.  Jane 
Seymour  was  a  founding  teacher  and  prime  mover  of 
this  new  private  school  in  Seattle.  She  is  now  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  remains  a  dedicated  science 
teacher.  With  a  liberal  arts  emphasis,  the  school  sets 
out  to  prepare  students  for  college,  which  goal  has 
been  accomplished  with  the  first  class  who  were  all 
accepted  to  the  colleges  of  their  choice,  and  which  in¬ 
cludes  a  national  merit  scholarship  winner.

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Hope  Davis  Gordon 
Alpha  Epsilon  Chapter 
Grand  President  1915-19 

Died  November  1978 


Hope  Davis  Mecklin  Gordon,  Grand  President  1915- 
1919  died  last  November  in  Fairfield,  CT.  She  was  92 
years  old. 

Hope  Davis  was  a  member  of  Alpha  Epsilon  chap¬ 
ter  at  Brown  University  from  which  she  was  a  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  graduate.  In  1913  she  was  elected  Grand 
Vice-President.  In  1915  she  became  Grand  President 
and  that  year  married  John  M.  Mecklin,  then  a  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Philosophy  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh 
and  later  at  Dartmouth  College.  That  same  year  she 
was  invited  to  become  the  first  Dean  of  Women  at 
Valparaiso  University  in  Indiana,  but  chose  instead  to 
marry  Professor  Mecklin. 

Following  her  term  as  Grand  President,  Hope  Meck¬ 
lin  continued  to  serve  the  fraternity  in  other  capacities. 
She  held  the  position  of  Grand  Alumnae  Secretary  (at 
that  time  ex-officio  Grand  Council)  for  12  years  and 
toward  the  end  of  her  tenure  she  developed  the  first 
program  for  alumnae  fraternity  education.  She  also 
served  as  Theta’s  NPC  Delegate  from  1919-21. 

Professor  Mecklin  died  in  1956  and  Hope  Mecklin 


married  Theodore  Gordon  in  1958. 

In  Hanover,  NH  she  was  a  founder  of  the  PTA, 
charter  member  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  and 
a  Girl  Scout  Commissioner.  In  1947  she  and  a  friend 
won  the  New  Hampshire  duplicate  bridge  champion¬ 
ship. 

Hope  Gordon’s  daughter,  Mary  Mecklin  Jenkins 
writes,  “Mother  had  an  enormous  capacity  for  friend¬ 
ship.  As  she  sadly  lost  her  life  long  friends  she  made 
younger  ones,  and  she  kept  up  with  all  of  them  with 
notes  and  cards,  and  they  went  out  of  their  way  to 
visit  her.”  Mrs.  Jenkins  also  recalled  that  her  mother 
read  the  New  York  Times  cover  to  cover  every  day 
and  she  also  read  four  or  five  books  a  week..  “She 
thought,  acted  and  talked  as  though  the  future  of  the 
USA  and  of  the  world  was  her  concern.” 

Soon  after  her  move  to  Fairfield  she  became  the 
focus  of  much  appreciated  attention  and  friendship 
from  the  Fairfield  County  Thetas.  Her  daughter  de¬ 
scribed  the  visits,  cards,  plants  and  invitations  as  “al¬ 
together  wonderful.  It  meant  a  lot  to  my  mother.”

CHAPTER  HOUSE  AT  VIRGINIA  DEDICATED

Last  April  1st,  on  a  sunny  spring  Sunday  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in  Charlottesville,  Delta  Chi  chapter  held  an 
open  house  to  dedicate  its  new  chapter  house.  The  dedication  was  in  honor  of  Delta  Chi’s  devoted  and  enthusiastic 
house  corporation  board  and  advisory  board.  The  occasion  was  truly  beautiful — from  the  fresh  flower  arrangements 
throughout  the  sparkling  house  to  the  proud  Theta  collegians  and  alumnae  and  parents. 

Guest  of  honor  was  Ann  Shull  Lauterbach,  Grand  Vice-President  Finance.  The  national  fraternity  made  the  project 
possible  from  the  beginning  with  generous  financial,  as  well  as  moral  support.  Mrs.  Lauterbach  spoke  at  the  open 
house  and  expressed  the  pride  and  joy  the  collegians,  alumnae  and  the  national  fraternity  felt  with  the  culmination  of 
such  a  grand  undertaking.  A  pencil  sketch  of  the  chapter  house  by  Delta  Chi  member  Virginia  Dawson  was  presented 
to  the  house  corporation  whose  members  are  Barbara  Funk,  president;  Diane  Birdsong,  vice-president;  Murr 
Wieboldt,  secretary;  Jean  Beegle;  Gay  Savage;  Marion  Chase,  Anne  Spence,  Kathy  Eason,  Brant  Gamma,  Linda  Gib¬ 
son,  Molly  Hill,  Derry  Miller,  Janet  Muse,  Rachel  Poole  and  Leslie  Thiele. 

Just  three  years  ago,  April  3rd,  1976,  Delta  Chi  chapter  was  founded.  Since  then,  Theta  has  grown  incredibly  from 
twenty-eight  charter  initiates  to  ninety  three  members.  As  Theta  grew  at  Virginia,  it  became  clear  that  the  chapter 
couldn’t  continue  with  a  small  apartment  for  headquarters,  and  the  search  for  a  chapter  house  began. 

The  housing  market  in  Charlottesville  was  tight,  and  demand  for  houses  near  the  University  was  especially  high.  For 
nearly  a  year  the  house  corporation  searched  until  they  found  one  that  met  size  and  location  criteria.  But  there  was  one 
hitch — zoning  laws  required  that  there  be  parking  spaces  for  all  residents  who  owned  cars.  Since  the  house  would  hold 
25-30  girls,  and  there  were  only  three  parking  spaces,  the  situation  looked  hopeless.  Undaunted,  the  corporation  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  zoning  board  and  won,  partly  because  another  sorority  on  the  street  was  handling  the  parking  problem 
well,  and  the  neighbors  were  in  favor  of  another  sorority  on  the  street. 

By  January  1978,  the  house  corporation  had  come  up  with  a  gem  of  a  red  brick,  three-story  house.  Its  location  was 
ideal — just  minutes  from  central  campus.  The  house  was  built  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  It  has  been  owned  by 
several  families,  used  as  a  schoolhouse,  and  more  recently  as  a  boarding  house. 

A  complete  renovation  was  undertaken.  Finally  at  the  start  of  second  semester  1979,  the  chapter  house  was  ready. 
Anne  Spence,  chairman  of  the  advisory  board  and  house  corporation  board  member  in  charge  of  interior  decoration 
chose  a  color  scheme  of  bright  yellow  and  orange  including  the  phones  and  kitchen  and  bathroom  fixtures.  Anne 
Spence  also  made  the  curtains  throughout  the  house. 

Jane  Yancey,  corporation  treasurer  looked  back  on  the  project  and  said,  “the  problems  and  headaches  were 
minimized  by  the  enthusiasm  and  patience  of  the  Delta  Chi  Thetas— it’s  been  wonderful  working  with  them.”  Simi¬ 
larly,  Anne  Spence  said,  “There  was  never  a  moment  when  you  couldn’t  come  over  and  be  with  Thetas  to  feel  that  it 
would  all  be  worth  it.” 

And  it  has  all  been  worth  it.  Delta  Chi  has  grown  tremendously,  but  has  also  become  a  more  closely-knit  group, 
mostly  because  our  new  chapter  house  is  home  to  all  the  sisters,  not  just  the  ones  who  live  in  it.  With  the  unfaltering 
support  of  the  national  fraternity  and  our  local  alumnae,  our  chapter  house  has  become  a  reality.

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Following  are  excerpts  from  a  letter  from  Jan  Parks 
Dreiling,  Delta  Eta,  former  Chairperson,  Oklahoma 
Governor’s  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women.  It 
was  written  in  response  to  the  comments  in  “Over  the 
Desktop”  Spring  1979  on  an  (AP)  dispatch  concern¬ 
ing  the  projected  effect  on  sororities  of  the  passage  of 
the  ERA. 

“You  were  quite  correct  in  stating  that  Congress  has 
made  special  exception  in  the  past  for  fraternities  and 
sororities,  but  that  was  in  regard  to  Title  IX’s  mandate 
that  educational  opportunities  not  be  denied  on  the 
basis  of  sex.  It  was  never  the  intent  of  Title  IX  to  do 
away  with  private  organizations  that  make  membership 
distinctions  on  the  basis  of  sex.  Rather,  it  was  its  in¬ 
tent  to  guarantee  equal  educational  opportunity  for 
men  and  women.  Making  a  special  exception  for  fra¬ 
ternities  and  sororities  after  the  initial  passage  of  Title 
IX  was  simply  a  matter  of  clarification.” 

Ed.  .note:  Gaining  exemption  for  fraternities  and 
sororities  to  the  Guidelines  for  Title  IX  was  not 
“simply  a  matter  of  clarification,”  nor  was  it  instigated 
by  members  of  Congress.  This  legislation  was  attached 
as  a  rider  to  Bill  SJR  40  in  the  final  hours  of  the  93rd 
Session  after  an  intensive  lobbying  effort  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Panhellenic  Conference  with  an  assist  by  the 
National  Interfraternity  Conference.  Other  college  re¬ 
lated  women’s  organizations  were  not  so  fortunate  such 
as  Mortar  Board  and  honoraries  which  were  formerly 
restricted  to  women. 

Unfortunately  the  intent  of  Congress  and  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  law  do  not  always  coincide.  Title  IX  was  just 
the  most  recent  incident  of  unforseen  side  effects  of 
federal  legislation.  In  1964  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Congress  to  insert  Sec.  104  (6)  in  Title  V  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  in  order  to  protect  the  right  of  voluntary 
association.  Then  came  the  Higher  Education  Act.  It 
was  necessary  that  this  Act  be  amended  to  define  pri¬ 
vate  organizations  as  those  organizations  not  receiving 
any  federal  assistance.  These  changes  did  not  originate 
by  members  of  Congress  but  were  lobbied  for  by  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  fraternity  world. 

Jan  Drieling’s  letter  continues ,  “The  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  has  nothing  to  do  with  private  organiza¬ 
tions  ...  Its  purpose  is  to  eliminate  state  and  federal 
laws  which  deny  benefits  and  restrict  opportunities  on 
the  basis  of  sex.  There  are  no  state  or  federal  laws 
which  provide  for  or  regulate  fraternities  and  sororities, 
they  will  not  be  affected  by  the  ERA.” 

Ed.  note:  True,  the  ERA  has  nothing  to  do  with 
private  organizations,  but  the  unique  circumstances  of 
sororities  and  fraternities  being  directly  associated  with 
colleges  and  universities  and  dependent  upon  this  re¬ 
lationship  for  their  existence  does  place  them  in  a  po¬ 
sition  of  vulnerability  yet  to  be  determined.  The  Higher 
Education  Act  defines  private  organizations  as  those 
organizations  not  receiving  federal  assistance.  Every 
one  of  our  chapters  is  located  on  a  campus  of  a  col¬ 
lege  which  receives  federal  aid.  Several  of  our  chapter 
houses  are  located  on  university  land.  Some  of  our 
chapters  are  housed  in  university  dormitories.  It  has 
been  argued  that  directly  or  indirectly  any  organiza- 
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tion  receiving  any  benefits  from  a  college  or  university 
which  receives  federal  assistance  comes  under  the 
broad  unbrella  of  federal  law  in  this  matter. 

In  her  closing  paragraph  Jan  Dreiling  states,  “To 
assert  as  you  did  that  ‘it  is  the  policy  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  not  to  take  a  stand  for  or  against  any  legislation 9 
and  then  erroneously  suggest  that  ERA  does  pose  a 
threat  is  hardly  consistent.  Indeed,  you  stated  your 
position  quite  clearly.  I  challenge  you  to  document 
your  statement  that  ERA  does  pose  a  threat  or  retract 
it” 

Ed.  note  :  Our  membership  is  entitled  to  some  state¬ 
ment  of  explanation  concerning  the  widely  circulated 
press  release.  I  hope  I  have  explained  that  the  recog¬ 
nition  of  sororities  as  student  organizations  by  colleges 
and  universities  places  them  in  a  position  different 
from  other  private  organizations  and  therein  lies  the 
threat  to  our  single  sex  status.  A  Constitutional  amend¬ 
ment  would  nullify  the  exclusion  granted  by  Congress 
which  now  allows  fraternities  and  sororities  to  remain 
single  sex  organizations.  There  are  plenty  of  opinions 
available  both  from  legal  scholars  and  congressmen, 
and  there  is  no  concensus  concerning  the  effect  of  the 
ERA  on  the  future  single  sex  status  of  fraternities  and 
sororities.  Phyllis  Segal,  staff  attorney  for  the  National 
Organization  for  Women’s  Legal  Defense  and  Educa¬ 
tional  Fund  said  she  was  “uncertain  as  to  how  the 
court  would  interpret  it.”  The  Fraternity  has  not  taken 
any  stand  on  the  ERA  and  the  explanation  of  the 
“pose  a  threat”  phrase  is  my  own,  based  on  evolve- 
ment  of  federal  law  in  the  area  of  rights  and  private 
association,  and  many  years  of  working  at  all  levels  of 
our  fraternity.

Written  in  a  fast-paced,  warm  and 
witty  personal  style,  the  book  reflects  the  author’s 
background  as  an  actress  and  lecture-circuit  personal¬ 
ity,  as  well  as  her  love  of  her  subject. 

The  American  department  store,  at  least  one  of 
which  now  nets  over  a  billion  dollars  annually,  repre¬ 
sents  not  only  a  “time  capsule”  of  American  heritage 
and  culture,  but  the  story  of  the  great  stores  becomes 
a  personal  memoir.  With  names  such  as  Bullock’s  Wil- 
shire,  Neiman-Marcus,  Renaissance  Center,  Hink’s, 
Gold  water’s,  Dayton’s,  Marshall  Field  &  Co.,  Macy’s, 
B.  Altman  &  Co.,  Gimbel’s,  Sak’s  Fifth  Avenue,  Berg- 
dorf  Goodman,  Bloomingdale’s,  Henri  Bendel  and 
Gucci,  Nan  Birmingham  weaves  in  the  names  of  the 
family  dynasties  so  closely  allied  with  the  business, 
combining  legend  and  fact. 

Some  of  these  family  sagas  began  in  the  American 
Southwest  and  survived  hostile  Indians,  fire,  flood  and 
earthquake.  The  author  pays  tribute  to  those  “store¬ 
keepers”  who  served  their  country  in  foreign  and  do¬ 
mestic  capacities,  in  Congress  and  embassy,  including 
two  who  had  “political  sidelines”:  Truman  and  Gold- 
water.  Others  have  given,  and  continue  to  give  gener¬ 
ously  to  support  the  great  museums,  galleries,  and  the 
arts.  She  also  applauds  the  accomplishments  of  women 
in  the  field  of  merchandising,  as  illustrated  by  Bernice 
Fitz-Gibbon  of  Gimbel’s,  who  earned  $90,000  annually 
by  1941. 


Your  Hearing  Loss:  How  to  Break  the  Sound  Barrier

Any  hearing-impaired  person  who  is  able  to  say,  “I 
understood  my  problem  and  I  know  how  to  help  my¬ 
self!”  wins  the  admiration  and  approval  of  veteran 
speech  and  hearing  therapist  Marilyn  M.  Helleberg,  of 
Kearney  State  College  in  Nebraska. 

But  she  acknowledges  that  it’s  not  easy  to  reach  that 
stage  of  acceptance  and  her  guide  for  the  hearing- 
handicapped  adult,  is  intended  to  make  it  easier. 

Marilyn  Helleberg  uses  layman’s  terms  and  a  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  format  as  she  tackles  not  just  a  single 
aspect  but  all  phases  of  hearing  loss. 

Because  of  her  work  and  the  fact  that  her  husband 
is  hearing  impaired,  she  regards  Your  Hearing  Loss 
as  a  “heart-level”  book. 


Nan  Birmingham’s  personal  recollections  of  her 
childhood  “shopping  expeditions,”  when  they  were 
social  events,  almost  rituals,  and  always  thrilling,  color 
some  of  her  delightful  accounts  of  the  days  when  a  fine 
store  served  its  devoted  customers  with  style — the  days 
of  “gloves,  and  hats  and  behaving  like  a  little  lady” 
with  the  added  fascination  of  organ  concerts,  elaborate 
tea-rooms,  and  parades. 

The  department  store  grew  along  with  America;  the 
buildings  became  architect-designed  palaces  with  suede- 
lined  elevators,  sumptuous  designer  salons,  assorted 
restaurants  with  famous  menu  items.  Then  came  the 
great  changes  in  women’s  fashions;  the  “Private  Show¬ 
ings”;  International  Festivals,  featuring  the  products 
of  many  countries;  campus  consultant  service;  bridal 
bureaus  and  registries;  grand  openings  of  specially 
named  departments;  separate  children’s  sections — all 
on  a  scale  of  elegance  and  scope  undreamed  of  less 
than  fifty  years  earlier. 

When  American  business  ability  merged  with  elusive 
French  style,  still  more  elegance  appeared,  fashion  be¬ 
gan  to  be  taken  very  seriously,  and  imported  luxuries 
were  introduced  with  show  business  expertise.  Compe¬ 
tition  became  intense,  but  still  balanced  by  dedication 
to  traditional  management,  and  the  loyal  devotion  of 
generations  of  customers. 

The  final  chapters  of  STORE  cover  the  New  York 
area  from  1823  to  1978  with  its  magic  names;  Wana- 
maker,  Macy,  Saks,  Gimbel,  and  the  Ladies  Mile.  This 
is  followed  by  the  “ultimate  promotions”:  Blooming- 
dale’s  in  India,  and  the  staggering  success  of  the  Italian 
label,  Gucci. 

From  this  book,  the  “Store”  emerges  as  having  a 
soul,  romance,  fun,  excitement,  as  an  essential  figure 
of  the  “tempo  of  our  times.” 

Nan  Tillson  Birmingham  now  lives  in  suburban  New 
York.  Her  book  is  delightful  reading  (not  only  for 
women)  and  its  wit  and  skill  reveal  that  it  was  written 
as  a  “labor  of  love  by  a  dedicated  shopper.”

Marilyn  Brown  Oden,  Alpha  Omicron,  Oklahoma 
has  written  a  sensitive  book  about  the  commitment  to 
caring. 

Using  the  story  of  an  affluent  family  and  a  friend 
who  suffer  a  serious  plane  accident  in  the  mountains, 
as  pivotal  points  for  illustration,  Marilyn  Oden  devel¬ 
ops  what  is  really  a  beautiful  sermon  for  our  day  in  her 
new  book  about  caring. 

Sensitive  to  many  problems  of  our  time,  she  feels 
that  we  do  not  always  see  important  things  around  us 
but  become  bogged  down  with  the  accumulation  of 
artificial  attitudes.  Through  the  progress  of  the  plane 
story,  she  leads  her  readers  to  a  reevaluation  of  Chris¬ 
tian  courage  to  become  ourselves.  She  helps  us  to 
understand  both  the  deficiencies  and  the  opportunities 
around  us. 

Speaking  of  volunteer  work,  she  suggests  that  what 
we  learn  to  do  joyously  and  spontaneously  will  mean 
more  to  us  than  doing  for  personal  satisfaction  in  the 
public  eye. 

As  a  counselor  to  school  children,  Marilyn  Oden 
came  face  to  face  with  the  trauma  of  divorce  in  our 
society.  Parents  suffer,  of  course,  but  it  is  the  children 
of  the  broken  home  who  may  be  permanently  marked 
by  losing  one  parent  because  they  love  both  parents 
equally.  She  tells  of  a  little  girl  who  knew  that  her 
parents  were  planning  to  divorce.  The  child  could  not 
sleep  nights  because  she  was  afraid  that  one  morning 
she  would  wake  to  find  her  Daddy  gone.  In  our  bruised 
world  we  are  in  grave  need  of  Christ,  of  the  Presence. 
We  are  all  bound  together  in  our  spiritual  needs. 

“As  we  experience  responsible  love,  we  recognize 
the  difference  between  legitimate  individual  needs  and 
excessive  self-interest.  Each  of  us  can  act  out  the  reali¬ 
zation  that,  ‘I  am  not  the  only  one  in  my  immediate 
church,  or  world  family;  everyone  else  is  fully  a  mem¬ 
ber  also,’  ”  she  says. 

It  was  the  young  friend  in  the  plane  accident  who 
finally  dared  to  venture  forth  into  the  snow  and  cold 
of  the  mountain  side  to  seek  help  for  the  others. 

“It  takes  courage  to  care,”  Marilyn  Oden  believes.

The  question  most  often  asked  a  Grand  President 
today  is,  “Are  sororities  really  making  a  come-back  on 
campus?  The  answer  is  a  definite,  “yes,”  but  it  is  a 
qualified  “yes.”  A  come-back  compared  to  what?  To 
the  late  sixties  and  early  seventies  when  Greek  mem¬ 
bership  dropped  substantially,  some  chapters  were  lost 
and  others  held  on  by  a  tenuous  thread?  Or  to  the 
decade  of  the  fifties  when  every  sorority  was  adding 
chapters  and  enlarging  houses?  Even  with  the  new 
campuses  recently  opening  to  sororities,  total  new 
member  figures  are  just  beginning  to  catch  up  with 
those  of  the  mid-sixties.  The  number  of  chapters  is  in¬ 
creasing  as  is  the  size  of  those  chapters  but  the  increase 
is  not  dramatic.  The  Greek  system  has  not  kept  up  with 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  students.  The  percentage 
of  Greeks  today  on  any  campus  is  relatively  small  com¬ 
pared  to  20,  30  or  40  years  ago.  We  are  a  distinct 
minority. 

Growth  Still  Possible 

There  is  unlimited  opportunity  for  growth  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  despite  the  prediction  for  the  ’80’s  of  a  sizeable 
decrease  in  the  number  of  students,  men  and  women, 
of  traditional  college  age.  The  challenge  will  be  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  communicate  the  dynamic  worth  of  sorority 
membership  to  a  larger  percentage  of  women  students 
...  a  challenge  that  will  take  the  combined  efforts  of 
all  members,  college  and  alumnae. 

It  is  curious,  in  this  era  of  such  awareness  of  wom¬ 
en’s  rights,  that  so  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
part  sororities  have  played  and  are  playing  in  strength¬ 
ening  the  role  of  women.  The  most  basic  function  of  a 
sorority  is  to  provide  friendship  which  grows  to  a  life¬ 
time  benefit  through  shared  experiences.  But  member¬ 
ship  offers  a  great  deal  more.  The  encouragement  of  an 
entire  group  of  sisters  who  care,  who  share  the  same 
goals  and  who  are  willing  to  support  another  member’s 
ambitions  and  help  her  stretch  herself  to  her  fullest  po¬ 
tential  is  available  nowhere  else  on  a  college  campus. 

This  is  not  something  new  that  came  in  with  the 
women’s  movement.  It  has  always  been  a  part  of  the 
appeal  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  to  women  who  perceive 
its  worth. 

What  is  dramatic  about  our  alleged  “come-back” 
is  the  evolution  in  programming  and  services  within  the 
fraternity  to  meet  the  needs  of  today’s  member.  Theta’s 
purposes  have  not  changed.  What  has  changed  is  that 
so  many  members  are  only  now  recognizing  the  scope 
of  these  purposes. 


Leadership  Stressed 

Leadership  development  is  accentuated  in  all  fra¬ 
ternity  programs.  Holding  an  office  in  a  college  chapter 
teaches  almost  professional  management  skills,  as  does 
presiding  over  an  alumnae  chapter  of  several  hundred 
active  members.  The  words  “motivation,”  “goal  set¬ 
ting,”  objectives,”  “implementation,”  .  .  .  and  “group 
interaction”;  “resource  utilization,”  “interpersonal  re¬ 
lationships,”  “values  clarification,”  and  “positive  rein¬ 
forcement”  have  become  part  of  the  everyday  vocabu¬ 
lary  of  a  sorority  offering  the  opportunity  to  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  learn  and  practice  the  leadership  skills  de¬ 
manded  of  them  in  today’s  world. 

Sorority  women  have  always  been  leaders  in  their 
communities.  Theta  alumnae  of  1979  are  not  only  serv¬ 
ing  their  communities  in  every  possible  volunteer  cate¬ 
gory  but  are  also  taking  their  places  in  the  business 
and  political  world,  thus  making  use  of  the  leadership 
experience  of  the  collegiate  years.  That  they  recognize 
the  gift  of  this  experience  from  their  sorority  is  evi¬ 
dent  in  the  number  who  juggle  their  busy  schedules  to 
remain  involved  with  a  college  chapter  and  with  each 
other  in  alumnae  groups.  The  challenge  to  each  alumna 
is  to  join  this  growing  number,  to  pass  on  to  her 
younger  sister  the  vision  and  vitality  she  has  gained 
from  her  Theta  experience.  Only  then  will  the  continu¬ 
ity  be  provided  that  is  so  necessary  to  the  future  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

During  what  has  become  known  as  the  “bad  times,” 
leadership  on  campus  was  lost  in  many  instances  by  so¬ 
rority  members  turning  into  themselves  in  reaction  to 
negative  campus  attitudes  towards  anything  even  faintly 
resembling  establishment  organizations.  The  challenge 
to  collegiate  Greeks  is  to  recapture  that  campus  leader¬ 
ship.  The  time  is  now,  not  only  for  the  image  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  it  portrays  for  Greeks  as  a  whole — one 
which  counteracts  the  shallow  portrayal  given  by  the 
media,  but  as  a  service  to  the  campus  community 
and  as  another  outlet  for  the  talents  of  sorority 
members. 

Throughout  the  history  of  the  fraternity  system  there 
have  always  been  challenges  to  be  met.  That  the  system 
has  survived  and  prospered  since  its  beginning  at  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary  over  200  years  ago  is 
proof  of  its  value.  The  challenges  facing  us  today  and 
tomorrow  will  also  be  met  so  long  as  members  continue 
to  have  pride  in  Theta’s  heritage,  loyalty  to  her  ideals 
and  a  determination  to  further  her  purposes.
